TORONTO 
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QUITTING HOSPITAL POST 

t-^OCTOR JULIAN LOUDON has retired as 
Chief Physician of St. Michael’s, having 
been on the staff of the Hospital since he re¬ 
turned from post-graduate studies in London, 
England, in 1912, and held his present post since 
1921. 

Doctor James Loudon, Doctor Julian’s father, 
was professor of physics and president of the 
University of Toronto and the first Canadian to 
occupy a professional chair in Canada—before 
that professors came to Canada from Britain or 
the United States. 

Doctor Julian London entered the University 
of Toronto in an arts course, but his many classes 
in natural science brought him in contact with 
the medical students and he gradually began 
overlapping his studies, so that he graduated 
with honours in arts in 1903 and in medicine in 
1906. 

In 1907 he went to London and took an ap¬ 
pointment at the London Hospital. For five 
years he was there with appointments in various 
hospitals taking postgraduate studies, spending 
the greater time at the London Hospital Medical 
School. 

When he returned to Canada in 1912 he be¬ 
came associated with St. Michael’s Hospital and 
secured a teaching appointment with the Uni¬ 
versity of Toronto which he held till this year. 

Ever progressive in his outlook, Doctor Lou¬ 
don persuaded the Hospital board to purchase 
the first electro-cardiograph machine ever bought 
by a Canadian hospital, in 1913, and in these years 
when we take electro-cardiograms so much for 
granted it is amazing to hear about the furore 
it created in medical circles at that time. 


It is interesting to those of us who grew to 
know Doctor Loudon in the past years when he 
was the Chief Physician, and a busy practitioner, 
professor and coroner to hear that in his student 
days, Doctor Loudon tried his hand at prospect¬ 
ing and was the discoverer of the now famous 
Kerr-Addison Mines, and that he was renowned 
for his prowess as an amateur boxer. 

Of all the hospital personnel that regret Doctor 
Loudon’s leaving us, I think the Nurses—botn 
graduates and students—are the group who will 
miss him most. Down through the years we have 
come to know, respect and to love Doctor Loudon 
a*s he taught us in the classroom, on the wards, or 
when he came, always so kind and generous to 
us, when we were ill. 

One thing helps to assuage the disappointment 
of his leaving, he may be relinquishing his post 
as head of the hospital, but we know he will 
always be interested and will continue to be our 
friend, teacher and I am sure, at times as he has 
been in the past, our champion. 

Toil have earned your rest Doctor Loudon and 
we are glad, even as we realize we will be the 
losers by your leaving us, that you have had the 
opportunity to take things easier.
